Vauxhall Gardens.—A series of splendid gala nights, suggested by 
a party of noblemen and gentlemen, will commence on Monday next, for 
which the most extensive preparations are making. The Ioway Indians 
daily give their performances in the gardens under the direction of Mr. 
Catlin, and are as attractive as ever. Several distinguished persons 
have lately visited their encampment in the Waterloo enclosure of the 
“ Royal Property,” as Vauxhall was facetiously termed by the late Mr. 
Simpson, who presided for so many years over its orgies as master of the 
ceremonies. 

The Royal and National Theatre at Copenhagen, Denmark, which is 
always closed during the months of June, July, and August, was opened 
on Sunday, the 2nd of September, with the first representation of the 
tragedy of “ Lucretia,” by M. Pansard, translated in Danish verses, by 
M. Anderson, author of several original dramatic works, which have 
been well received in Denmark. On the King’s anniversary, the 18th 
of the present month, the celebrated opera of Spontini, “ La Vestale,” 
isto be ready. This piece, of ancient date, has never been brought out 
at any Danish theatre, but is known to the dilettanti by divers fragments 
which have been played in concerts. 

Madlle. Pauline Garcia Viardot is reposing herself, near Paris, in the 
pleasing woodlands of Montmorency. ‘Towards the end of September 
she returns to St. Petersburgh to receive for her six months’ performance 
the Imperial recompense of 100,000 francs. 

The new opera, which il maestro Verdi is composing for the Scala, 
Milan, is to be brought out at the approaching carnival. It is to be 
named Joan of Arc, the libretto by Solera. The French journalists af- 
firm anew that Rossini is devoting his hours of nobly-acquired leisure to 
the production of an opera on the same subject ; and it is deemed a hardy 
enterprise, more ambitious than wise, for the author of Mabucco to mea- 
sure his forces with those of the Swan of Pesara. The theatres are 
not much followed at this season of the year. Bergamo is the rendez- 
vous of the highest society, and the impresario Merelli has sent the first 
subjects of his troop to do honor tothe grand re-union at Bergamo. 

Cooke, the Actor.—George Frederick Cooke, in one of those wild 
and unaccountable sallies into which nothing but genius, even in drunken- 
ness, can burst, while performing the part of Richard the Third, in 
the Williamson-square Theatre of Liverpool, amid a hissing and hooting, 
well earned for having been so overcome by the poetry of Shakspere, or 
the punch of the Angel, as to tumble about the stage, obtained attention 
by crying with his wondrous voice, “Silence, and here me!” The call 
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was instantly obeyed. Moulding his features into his most terrific scowl, 
he looked on the astonished audience, and the indignant representative 
of the last of the Plantagenets thus shouted forth :— 

“It is hard enough to submit to the degradation of such a profession 
as that in which I appear; but it is the lowest depths of disgrace to be 
compelled to play the buffoon for the amnsement of a set of wretches, 
every stone of whose streets, every brick of whose houses, every block 
of whose docks, is grouted and cemented together by the blood and mar- 
row of the sold and murdered African.”
